Astronaut Will Use Space 
Gun While Floating

CAPE KENNEDY, F la. CAP) 
—When astronaut Edward H. 
White II floats away from the 
Gemini 4 spacecraft, he will use 
a spacegun to try to move with­ 
in 20 feet of an orbiting, spent 
rocket. It will be the w orld's 
first rendezvous in space. 
The dram atic additions to the 
flight plan of the Gemini 4 — 
following quickly the announce­ 
ment that White will leave his 
craft — were announced Friday 
by a panel of space agency offi­ 
cials. 
“ If we are successful," said 
D r. George E . M ueller, acting 
director of (he Gemini program , 
"w e will have done something 
the R ussians have not tried , al­ 
though 
I am sure they have 
the capability. 
At Pad 19 in the Cape Ken­ 
nedy com plex, technicians un­ 


seated the Gemini spacecraft 
from its perch on the nose of 
a nine-story-tall Titan 2 rock­ 
et, replaced a faulty battery, 
and rem ated the two. 
The battery must be checked 
out, hut officials said that l>ur- 
ring further difficulty, Gemini 
4 would lift off on tim e next 
Thursday morning.

Congress should refuse to outlaw the ban on 
union shops for one reason. The union shop 
permits compulsory unionism. 
Every American has been confronted with the 
difficulty in getting everyone to Join an organi­ 
zation. Chamber of Commerce members are 
familiar with the problem. Some of those who 
should be members won’t join. They get the bene­ 
fits, but they won’t pay their share. This causes 
angry reactions. 
A lot of the faithful members in a moment of 
anger would agree that there should be a law 
to prevent free loading but really there shouldn’t 
be one. 
\ 


Organizational membership must be voluntary 
and based on the merits. Compelling people to 
belong rather than persuading them to join opens 
up a path for all kinds of abuses and for many 
misuses 
of power. If 
memberships in any 
organization are guaranteed the organization is 
headed for trouble and a dictatorship and it is 
the members themselves who will be short 
changed. 
Labor unions have their place in American 
society but their place should not be one of 
uncontrolled power — free from prosecution 
under the anti-trust laws — as are corpora­ 
tions — and with compulsory membership 
sanctioned by the federal government. 
On the question of repeal of section 14B of 
the Taft-Hartley law, permitting states to ban 
the union shop, President Lyndon Johnson has 
tried to carry water on both shoulders. 
But he must take the responsibility for what 
he is doing. He sent a luke warm message 
urging repeal to Congress in fulfilling a cam­ 
paign pledge but his secretary of labor, Willard 
Wirtz, has made an impassioned appeal for out­ 
lawing the ban on the union shop. 
No change should be made in the law despite 
the strong pressure being exerted by the John­ 
son administration and power hungry labor union 
leaders to throw it out.

PRICE OF LIBERTY CREEPS UPWARD 
And still they come — fresh names to be 
added to the long, long roll of those who have 
fallen in the service of their country. 
We had thought, 20 years ago, to have made 
an end to it once and for all, even as 25 years 
before that men told themselves they had fought 
the war to end all wars. 
But more names still to come. 
The peace so dearly bought in 1945 
was 
but a pause. A mere five years later and there 
were different battlefields and a different enemy. 
But the fact of death was the same one known to 
those who had met him at Lexington, at Lundy’s 
Lane, at Vera Cruz, Antietam and San Juan Hill, 
in Flanders and in Normandy. 
We had thought, after Korea, to have made 
an end to it. The men of the West who had 
fought and died and held the line there had 
proved to those of the East that there was no 
more profit to be gained in nibbling at freedom’s 
edge with “limited” war than in uncapping the 
nuclear holocaust that would destroy us all. 
But more names were still to come, for never- 
sleeping tyranny has many fields to prowl. 
They began coming in from new battlefields 
with faraway names — Bien Ho, Da Nang. They 
come slowly still, but there are more names 
today than yesterday, and little hope for any­ 
thing but more tomorrow than today. 
Now, most recently, the names came from 
a battle place closer to home — the sun-and 
blood-drenched isle of Hispianola. A hand­ 
ful only, thankfully, but the long, long roll is 
that much longer. 
Today we suspend the public business to honor 
all the names, those lost to history as well as 
those still painfully fresh in memory. As Walt 
Mason wrote: 
The little green tents where the soldiers sleep 
And the sunbeams play and the women weep, 
Are covered with flowers today. 
And in the ghostly distance, the long, long file 
of those who have given us the peace 
and 
liberty that makes possible this day of Memorial 
Day goes on and on . . . and on.

NO PLACE FOR SCAPEGOATS 
Mountains of words have been written and 
mouthed that say, in effect, “Somebody ought 
to do something about traffic accidents.” In 
the process, we have institutionalized a couple 
of prize scapegoats. The automobile has been 
condemned; the highway has been ruled. But the 
fact is that nine out of ten accidents can be 
traced to »driver error! 
The driver is the real culprit. No matter how 
safe carr and highways are made, if the driver 
doesn’t do his part, traffic accidents will con­ 
tinue to soar if for no other reason than there 
are increasingly more drivers 
logging more 
miles. 


Tracing this line of thought further, the in­ 
escapable conclusion is that most already- 
licensed drivers on the roads don’t really have 
the skills to cope with today’s complex transpor­ 
tation system. The business of driving is a lot 
different now than when most of us got our 
licenses 30, 20, 10, or even 5 years ago. 
There are more cars; there are new con­ 
ditions. 
Ironically, most licensed drivers are positive 
they are “above average.” So the problem be­ 
comes how to provide these people — which in­ 
cludes most of us -- with a means to update 
yesterday’s driving skills so that they are good 
enough today. The National Safety Council thinks 
it has the answer. It wants to re-train a mil­ 
lion licensed drivers in what it calls “defensive 
driving” techniques which have been drawn from 
the experience of professional drivers. 
To do this, however, the licensed driver must 
first be somehow made aware of his need. Here, 
again, the National Safety Council thinks it has 
the answer. It feels that by simultaneously 
confronting drivers everywhere with typical 
modern driving situations and asking drivers 
to make decisions concerning these situations 
that they will admit to themselves that they’ve 
got something to learn. To reach so many, so 
fast, NSC turned to network television and CBS. 
The vehicle for doing all this was The National 
Drivers’ Test, an hour-long television program 
that tested driving judgment, knowledge, and 
visual perception. It was telecast live (with 
film segments) by CBS from New York. 
As the opening shot of the most intensive 
effort ever attempted by the National Safety 
Council and its several hundred local chapters, 
The National Drivers’ Test was expected to 
alert almost a third of the licensed drivers 
of America to the need for developing new 
skills and sharpening old ones. 
Immediately following The National Drivers’ 
Test the Council will throw the full weight of 
the Advertising Council’s “Stop Accidents” 
campaign behind the defensive driving concept. 
Overlapping these two monumental efforts, is 
the training of thousands of certified instruc­ 
tors to teach NSC’s new driver improvement 
course. 
Meanwhile, the entire organized safety move­ 
ment, representing ultimately almost all of the 
population of the nation, is moving in behind this 
effort. Industrial, transportation, recreational, 
home, school, farm, labor, women, religious, 
youth, and governmental groups everywhere will 
be sponsoring 
driver 
improvement courses 
through local safety councils. 
Never in the history of the organized safety 
movement in America has there been such a 
concentrated effort. And it deals with a problem 
in which we are all involved.

Visiting German Labor Leader 
Explains System Now in Action" 
To 
Make 
Every W orker 
a 
C apitalist 
UNITED Nations; -- In 
a 
private dining room here the 
other day an influential German 
labor leader disclosed the de­ 
tails of a system his powerful 
union has devised to make every 
w orker a capitalist. 
This was no pie-in-the sky 
conversation. The visitor, 45- 
year old Georg Leber, p re si­ 
dent of the Building and Con­ 
struction W orkers' Union 
of 
West Germany, revealed that 
the plan 
sta rts operating on 
Jan. 1, 1966, under a contract 
signed with the industry's em ­ 
ployers' 
associations 
last 
March. 
This system of “ w orkers' ac­ 
cumulation of assets and prop­ 
erty” under a labor-m anage­ 
ment contract has so disturbed 
the Communists that they have 
set up a special investigatory 
bureau in East Berlin to probe 
its im pact. 
The Soviet zone government 
fears that the “ accumulation of 
property” 
program will neu­ 
tralize the traditional M arxist- 
Leninist theory of the inevita­ 
bility of the final conflict be­ 
tween the capitalist and working 
Classes. 
“ And what would Communist 
propagandists do if it could be 
demonstrated that there is no 
class struggle?” inquired one 
of Mr. L eb er's colleagues. 
The system , as written into the 
new union contract, has the 
authority 
and 
stability 
of 
sim plicity. It could affect some 
1,600,000 w orkers in the in­ 
dustry, 
though 
M r. L eber's 
union has a m em bership of 
500,000. 
In 
the 
pact 
the em ployers 
agreed to pay each worker nine 
pfennigs (2 l/4cents) an hour, 
over and above the usual wages, 
if the w orker agrees to throw 
in two pfennings each hour. The 
union m em ber does not have to 
get into the act. He can opt cut. 
The 11 pfennings will bo put 
into an account in any bank the 
worker chooses. Actually the 
w orker need not keep the money 
in the hank. But if he withdraws 
it 
lie 
must pay 
an extra­ 
ordinarily high income tax on 
the cash. This penalty 
is in­ 
tended to act as a brake on 
his Inclination to withdraw the 
money. 
As the funds accumulate, the 
worker can invest it any way he 
wishes. 
But he must invest it in the 
economy. He cannot liorrow on

furniture, etc. 
He can put the 
money into the stock m arket, 
o r into real estate, or into the 
company which employs him if 
shares are available, or into 
private businesses. 
He need not take guidance. 
Except for the ban on personal 
use of the accumulating money, 
there are no restrictio n s. If 
the worker guesses wrong, he 
suffers as any other investor 
would. 
At no time can he turn his in­ 
vestm ent into cash. If he sells, 
he must reinvest. The purpose 
is to give him a stake in the 
nation's 
industry, 
com m erce 
and property — and instill in 
him the hope that he can leave 
his children a considerable in­ 
vestm ent in such society and in 
the dem ocratic p rocesses. 
However, the worker can use 
the income on his investm ents 
— dividends, 
rents, business 
returns, etc. — for his personal 
use. 
Should he leave the money in 
the bank, it is expected that he 
would have almost $20,000 at 
the end of 40 years. In Germany 
this is the equivalent of the 
purchasing power of at least 
$60,000 in the U. S. A. 
There are many other details 
which 
fascinated

The amiable Mr. Roberts 
indicated that it would take 
many months. 
“ The 
1947 
Reorganization 
Act of the House requires that 
it be reported out by July 4,” 
Mrs. Schwerner told him. 


“ Oh, we don't pay any at­ 
tention to that,” replied the af­ 
fable clerk of the House. 
“ Have you had any other 
cases similar to this since the 
1947 Act was passed?” asked 
William Higgs, an attorney for 
the Mississippi Freedom Demo­ 
cratic Party. 
“ Only one,” replied Roberts 
after a little thought. “ Usually 
these 
cases 
go on into the 
sec ond session of Congress — 
if they ever come out of Com­ 
mittee at all.” 
Obviously he was in no hurry 
to have the House vote just after 
the Senate debated the Negro 
Voting Rights Bill. It's on this 
question of M ississippi’s refus­ 
al to permit Negroes to vote 
last November that the move has 
been made to unseat the Mis­ 
sissippi Congressmen.

phasizes the importance of us­ 
ing all chem icals exactly ac­ 
cording to the m anufacturers 
recom m endations. 
The 
responsibility for a s­ 
suring the safe use of a g ri­ 
culture chem icals has been a s­ 
signed to the U.S. Department 
of A griculture and the Food and 
Drug A dm inistration through a 
se rie s of laws passed since the 
Food and Drug Act of 1938. 
These two groups operate in in­ 
terstate com m erce while their 
counterpart organizations in the 
various sta te s check intra-state - 
traffic 
in 
agricultural 
chem icals. 
B efore any chemical can be 
sold for use on food in any 
way, it m ust carry a label reg­ 
istered by the UJ3.D.A. In o rd er 
to secure a registered label 
the m anufacturer must submit 
scientific data showing what the 
chemical is, what it will do, 
what it can be used on and how 
much can be used. In addition, 
the label m ust explain In detail 
how to use the chem ical and what 
precautions a re necessary to in­ 
sure that no m ore than the al­ 
lowable residue is on the prod­

now may 
do more 
harm than good. Tom atoes r e ­ 
quire relatively large amounts 
of plant food.

Too much nitrogen applied be­ 
fore a good set of fruit has de­ 
veloped is likely to resu lt In

And” 
early yields are what most of

want in 
home garden 
tomatoes. 
So, hold off fertilizing your 
tom atoes now. Wait until a good 
set of fruit has developed. In 
fact, most gardeners could wait 
until the middle to the latter 
p art of June before applying a 
side dressing of nitrogen fe r­ 
tilize r. 
Another and m ore im m ediate 
practice concerning tom atoes 
Is training. For som e, this Is 
a sim ple process - - just let 
the tomatoes grow like topsy.

While there are many methods 
of supporting and training to­ 
matoes to keep the fruit off the 
ground,

wooden stake and a plan pruned 
to the single stem system Is by 
far the sim plest. For those of

who 
have never staked, 
pruned, and tied tom atoes, I 
would suggest this method, at 
least to begin with. There 
are 
modifications 
of this method 
that you can use when you gain 
experience. 
For 
staking tom atoes, use a 
about five to six feet long. You 
can purchase such stakes from 
lum tieryards, or if you 
are 
fortunate enough to live in 
a 
wooded area, such stakes can be 
found among the saplings. 
Place the stake in the tomato 
row approxim ately four inches 
to the side of the plant. Drive 
It Into the soli until It Is se ­ 
cure. On light soils this maylie 
*10 to 12 Inches, less on heavy- 
soils. 
The tomato plant should 
tie 
tied to the stake as soon as it 
Is large enough, so the wind 
does 
not whip the plant and 
•possibly damage it. Use a soft 
twine or cord. There are many 
ways to tie a tomato plant to a 
stake, but just l>e sure there Is 
a little play tietween the to­ 
mato stem rnd the stake to a l­ 
low for expansion of the stem . 
Pruning consLsts simply of r e ­ 
moving .ill the shoots that grw 
where a leaf (leaflet branch) 
a rise s from the main stem . We 
call 
these 
shoots, 
suckers. 
G rasp the sucker by the thumb 
and fore-finger and pull outward 
and downward. Suckers should 
be rem oved l>efore they exceed 
four Inches in length.

Juvenile 
Delinquency in the 
Missouri 
Bootheel is a rela­ 
tively minor problem. By far 
the large majority of our young 
people conduct themselves in a 
commendable fashion, leading 
law-abiding lives— often more 
so than 
a number of 
adult 
citizens. In spite of the large 
number of teenagers in the 
region, we have little trouble 
of a serious nature with them. 
When a situation does arise 
in which a teenager or two runs 
into conflict with the law, how 
it is handled by the adult of­ 
ficials taking an interest and 
action in the matter is some­ 
thing 
that 
must lie given 
thorough thought and considera­ 
tion. The teenagers are watch­ 
ing, and how a particular case 
is handled makes a strong im­ 
pression on them, and they can 
use such as a basis for their 
own future actions. In such a 
situation, it is quite possible 
to win a police battle but lose 
the psychological war with the 
young people. 
An illustration of this is the 
city tank painting episode in 
Hayti recently. As a school- 
closing escapade, a boy mem­ 
ber of Hayti High School sen­ 
ior class climbed one of the 
city’s water towers one mid­ 
night and spray-painted “ Sr. 
64-65” on the side of the tank 
facing the high school, hoping 
it would remain as an aerial 
memorial 
for his graduating 
class. Another boy waited on 


the ground. While sim ilar tank 
sign-painting has been done for 
years in various communities 
over the nation, it appeared that 
this was the first time it had 
been done in Hayti. 
The first impression made on 
the young people nf the town was 
when Mayor L. R. Bain directed 
Chief of Police Frit/. McKay to 
conduct a full investigation to 
find out who had executed this 
“ rank defacement of city prop­ 
erty,” and haul him or them 
into police court. 
In the investigation the co­ 
operation of High School Prin­ 
cipal Melvin Manning was ac­ 
quired. He began calling mem­ 
bers of the senior class Into 
his office one at a time in an 
effort to get them to give the 
names of the boys involved. 
The impression made on the 
young people in this question­ 
ing was adverse in that they 
considered it an invasion of 
their civil rights -- especially 
after they found out that, ac­ 
cording to law, the principal 
had no legal right to Interro­ 
gate them in the matter since 
the sign-painting was not per­ 
formed on school property or 
during school hours or during 
any evening activity sponsored 


by the school. 
A member of the high school 
faculty then interested herself 
In the matter on the bast.* 
that the sign was u bad re* 
flection on the school, so sin* 
proposed that one of the lioys 
Involved who hap(»ened to I hi In 
one of her classes lie com­ 
pelled to get UP at a school 
assembly and apologize to the 
student body for his part In 
the prank. This created a solid 
Impression on the students and 
wheels began turning 
among 
them to do something about it. 
The police, of course, finally 
found out who the Uiys were, 
so they wore picked up and 
escorted to the city hall for a 
conference with the chief of 
police and the Mayor, In the 
questioning, one of the boys said 
that they were threatened with 
a lie detector test, so they 
became frightened aliout this 
and admitted their deed. An 
impression was made on them 
when they found out later that 
they may have been tricked 
since there is still such a tiling 
as the Fifth Amendment. 
After their confession they 
were issued a summons for an 
appearance In city police court 
--with their parents. Another 
impression made on them was 
the fact that at no time were 
their parents contacted about 
the 
matter until they 
were 
Issued 
the 
police 
court 
summons. 
While officialdom appeared to 
building the case up to major 
proportions, the high 
school 
students were taking a different 
view of it. Many of them had 
become enchanted with the idea 
that one of their number had 
the guts to climb the high water 
tower at midnight and paint the- 
sign, a highly risky job at best 
in bright daylight. They also 
considered the sign as a great 
boost In school spirit Instead of 
a bad reflection on the school, 
so they began making plans to 
protect and defend the two cul­ 
prits In their involvement with 
the 
school 
administration, 
faculty, police and the city ad­ 
ministration. 
First, the afternoon before the 
assembly at which the apology 
was to be made, a resolution 
was quietly circulated at the 
school condoning the two boys 
for their school spirit in paint­ 
ing the sign. Next, that night 
a large sign designating the 
two boys as school heroes was 
hung on the school flay pole, 
and plans were made for the 
student bodv to rise in the 
assembly next morning and give 
the two boys a standing ovation 
after the apology was made. 
The students, however, never 
had an opportunity to go through 
with it since Principal Maiming 
found out about it and canceled 
the assembly. 
The official who appeared to 
have a girm grip on the thing 
was Police Judge P. O, Davis 
who lectured the lioys on the 
dangers of climbing city water 
tanks and setting a pattern for 
others to follow, defacing city 
property, then told them to get 
lost, after citing the following 
Scripture; 
“ . . . He that is 
without sin among you, let him 
first cast a stone. . .” (John 
8;l-7.) 
So that is the story of the 
Great Senior Sign - Painting 
Crime in Hayti. As a parent 
of the boy who climbed the tank 
and painted the sign, I don’t 
condone it but I am glad that 
he had the nerve to do it since 
that kind of nerve will lie needed 
in the career he plans to fol­ 
low. (Incidentally, he has made 
a deal with the mayor to climb 
the tank again and paint out 
the sign). 
Regardless of who might have 
done it, my point is that when 
we adults set out to discipline 
or punish young people we ought 
to be sure that we are above 
reproach ourselves, and pro­ 
ceed in such a manner as to 
gain their respect, not their 
anomosltv.

With many exits covered by fire 
fighters, any survivors have 
little chance of escaping, a gov­ 
ernment spokesman said. 
The official acknowledged he 
was “ taking the low figure“ in 
estimating that 200 men were 
dead. Labor union leaders put it 
at 400. 
The blast came at shift chang­ 
ing time and officials could not 


say exactly how many men from 
the old shift had left the mine 
or how many of the relief had 
entered. 
Teams wearing gas masks en­ 
tered the mine aliout 12 hours 
after the explosion, the labor 
Ministry re|iorted. 


The rescuers pushed into three 
levels hit by the blast 100 to 200 
feet l>elow the surface but they 
withdrew when the flames broke 
out.

Unless the flames can l>e ex­ 
tinguished, he said, it is pos­ 
sible the mine will be sealed 
tightly.

According to the report, funds 
for the project are to be re­ 
quested through the anti-pov­ 
erty program of the federal 
government. 
The objective of the histo­ 
plasmosis control program was 
listed by Dr. Tosh: (1) pro­ 
vide employment for disadvan­ 
taged persons in the city; (2) 
relieve 
an immediate health 
problem; (3) stimulate interest 
in health programs (.4) demon­ 
strate that histoplasmosis can 
be controlled. 
The estimated cost for the 
control in the county was placed 
at $49,715. 
The 
breakdown of the ex­ 
pected expense is as follows: 
formaldehyde — 58,000 gallons 
— $21,460; one truck — $5,- 
000; gasoline — 1,500 gallons 
— $375; metered pump — $300; 
bulldozer 
and 
operator ser­ 
vices for four weeks, $1,280; 
supplies for skin testing $1,. 
000; laboratory costs, culture 
of 3,000 soils, $6,000; person, 
nel, truck driver $4,000; assist­ 
ant $3,500; clerks for skin test­ 
ing program, four, $800; co­ 
ordinator for skin testing pro­ 
gram, $4,000; travel for per­ 
sonnel $2,000. ft is possible 
that an additional $2,000 will be 
included in the budget for trav­ 
el expenseand pay for the clerks 
of the testing program. 


It was recommended in the 
report that a county-wide skin 
testing program be instigated; 
that two persons be employed to 
carry out the decontamination 
of chicken houses and starling 
roosts in the county using for­ 
maldehyde solution.

T H E United States and Com- 
munist Rumania have agreed 
to expand relations and to ex­ 
change ambassa­ 
dors. Individual 
export 
licenses 
w ill not be re­ 
quired for most 
commodities go­ 
ing from our 
country to Com- 
m u n i s t R u ­ 
mania. Bucha- 
rest already has 
a trade office in 
New York, and 
t h e 
U n i t e d 
States is consid­ 
ering the estab­ 
lish m en t of a 
trade promotion office in Bucha- 
rest. Our officials are seriously 
considering the sale of a nuclear 
reactor to Rumania. 
Those 
who 
favor exporting 
American goods to Communist 
Rumania hope that this will wean 
that country away from the So­ 
viet Union. This hope has proven 
false wherever that policy has 
been tried. After years of trade 
with Yugoslavia, plus billions of 
dollars of aid, that country is 
more pro-Soviet and anti-Ameri­ 
can than ever. 
After receiving hundreds of 
millions in American aid, Presi­ 
dent. Sukarno of Indonesia pub­ 
licly derides America for its help 
and praises tin1 Soviet bloc coun­ 
tries for assistance received from 
them. 
While receiving trade delega­ 
tions from U.S.A., Communist 
Rumania is at the same time ne­ 
gotiating with Communist China. 
Rumania was invaded by the 
Red Russian Army in August, 
1944 and has since been forced to 
submit to Red rule. Landowners 
were dispossessed and most 
banks, industries, and transpor­ 
tation nationalized. The Ruman­ 
ian constitution is patterned on 
the Soviet model. 
Trade with Communist coun­ 
tries strengthens them. Our aid 
has kept communisrh afloat all 
these years. A no trade, no-aid 
policy toward all Communist na­ 
tions without exception would 
have long since made clear that 
communism is not successful and 
cannot even feed its own people. 
This would have led to the over­ 
throw of the Communist tyrants 
and the establishment of free 
countries and open markets. How 
long will the people of the United 
States permit its government to 
continue the support of those who 
have sworn to destroy us?

80 acres and

Mr* Shelby said.

rows should 
be 
charged 
a larger 
acreage 
against his allotment. 
Mr. Bracey agreed, saying that 
sklpped-row planting cannot bo 
Justified without proper adjust­

Congress should refuse to outlaw the ban on 
union shops for one reason. The union shop 
permits compulsory unionism. 
Every American has been confronted with the 
difficulty in getting everyone to join an organi­ 
zation. Chamber of Commerce members are 
familiar with the problem. Some of those who 
should be members won’t join. They get the bene­ 
fits, but they won’t pay their share. This causes 
angry reactions. 
A lot of the faithful members in a moment of 
anger would agree that there should be a law 
to prevent free loading but really there shouldn’t 
be one. 
^ 


Organizational membership must be voluntary 
and based on the merits. Compelling people to 
belong rather than persuading them to join opens 
up a path for all kinds of abuses and for many 
m isuses 
of power. If 
memberships in any 
organization are guaranteed the organization is 
headed for trouble and a dictatorship and it is 
the members themselves who will be short 
changed. 
Labor unions have their place in American 
society but their place should not be one of 
uncontrolled power -- free from prosecution 
under the anti-trust laws — as are corpora­ 
tions — and with compulsory membership 
sanctioned by the federal government. 
On the question of repeal of section 14B of 
the Taft-Hartley law, permitting states to ban 
the union shop, President Lyndon Johnson has 
tried to carry water on both shoulders. 
But he must take the responsibility for what 
he is doing. He sent a luke warm message 
urging repeal to Congress in fulfilling a cam­ 
paign pledge but his secretary of labor, Willard 
Wirtz, has made an impassioned appeal for out­ 
lawing the ban on the union shop. 
No change should be made in the law despite 
the strong pressure being exerted by the John­ 
son administration and power hungry labor union 
leaders to throw it out.

PRICE OF LIBERTY CREEPS UPWARD 
And still they come — fresh names to be 
added to the long, long roll of those who have 
fallen in the service of their country. 
We had thought, 20 years ago, to have made 
an end to it once and for all, even as 25 years 
before that men told themselves they had fought 
the war to end all wars. 
But more names still to come. 
The peace so dearly bought in 1945 
was 
but a pause. A mere five years later and there 
were different battlefields and a different enemy. 
But the fact of death was the same one known to 
those who had met him at Lexington, at Lundy’s 
Lane, at Vera Cruz, Antietam and San Juan Hill, 
in Flanders and in Normandy. 
We had thought, after Korea, to have made 
an end to it. The men of the West who had 
fought and died and held the line there had 
proved to those of the East that there was no 
more profit to be gained in nibbling at freedom’s 
edge with “ limited” war than in uncapping the 
nuclear holocaust that would destroy us all. 
But more names were still to come, for never- 
sleeping tyranny has many fields to prowl. 
They began coming in from new battlefields 
with faraway names — Bien Ho, Da Nang. They 
come slowly still, but there are more names 
today than yesterday, and little hope for any­ 
thing but more tomorrow than today. 
Now, most recently, the names came from 
a battle place closer to home — the sun-and 
blood-drenched isle of Hispianola. A hand­ 
ful only, thankfully, but the long, long roll is 
that much longer. 
Today we suspend the public business to honor 
all the names, those lost to history as well as 
those still painfully fresh in memory. As Walt 
Mason wrote: 
The little green tents where the soldiers sleep 
And the sunbeams play and the women weep, 
Are covered with flowers today. 
And in the ghostly distance, the long, long file 
of those who have given us the peace 
and 
liberty that makes possible this day of Memorial 
Day goes on and on . . . and on. 
♦ * * 
NO PLACE FOR SCAPEGOATS 
Mountains of words have been written and 
mouthed that say, in effect, “ Somebody ought 
to do something about traffic accidents.” In 
the proc€»ss, we have institutionalized a couple 
of prize scapegoats. The automobile has been 
condemned; the highway has been ruled. But the 
fact is that nine out of ten accidents can be 
traced to «driver error! 
The driver is the real culprit. No matter how 
safe carr and highways are made, if the driver 
doesn’t do his part, traffic accidents will con­ 
tinue to soar if for no other reason than there 
are increasingly more drivers 
logging more 
m iles. 


Tracing this line of thought further, the in­ 
escapable conclusion is that most already- 
licensed drivers on the roads don’t really have 
the skills to cojx' with today’s complex tram por- 
tation system. The business of driving is a lot 
different now than when most of us got our 
licenses 30, 20, 
10, or even 5 years ago. 
There are more cars; there are new con­ 
ditions. 
Ironically, most licensed drivers are positive 
they are “ above average.” So the problem be­ 
comes how to provide these people -- which in­ 
cludes most of us - - with a means to update 
yesterday’s driving skills so that they are good 
enough today. The National Safety Council thinks 
it has the answer. It wants to re-train a mil­ 
lion licensed drivers in what it calls “ defensive 
driving” techniques which have been drawn from 
the experience of professional drivers. 
To do this, however, the licensed driver must 
first be somehow made aw are of his need. Here, 
again, the National Safety Council thinks it has 
the answer. It feels that by simultaneously 
confronting drivers everywhere with typical 
modern driving situations and asking drivers 
to make decisions concerning these situations 
that they w ill admit to themselves that they've 
got something to learn. To reach so many, so 
fast, NSC turned to network television and CBS. 
The vehicle for doing all this was The National 
D rivers’ Test, an hour-long television program 
that tested driving judgment, knowledge, and 
visual perception. It was telecast live (with 
film segments) by CBS from New York. 
As the opening shot of the most intensive 
effort ever attempted by the National Safety 
Council and its several hundred local chapters, 
The National D rivers’ Test was expected to 
alert almost a third of the licensed drivers 
of America to the need for developing new 
skills and sharpening old ones. 
Immediately following The National Drivers' 
Test the Council will throw the full weight of 
the Advertising Council’s “ Stop Accidents” 
campaign behind the defensive driving concept. 
Overlapping these two monumental efforts, is 
the training of thousands of certified instruc­ 
tors to teach NSC's 
new driver improvement 
course. 
Meanwhile, the entire organized safety move­ 
ment, representing ultimately almost all of the 
population of the nation, is moving in behind this 
effort. Industrial, transportation, recreational, 
home, school, farm, labor, women, religious, 
youth, and governmental groups everywhere will 
be sponsoring 
driver 
improvement courses 
through local safety councils. 
Never in the history of the organized safety 
movement in America has there been such a 
concentrated effort. And it deals with a problem 
in which we are all involved.

Make 
Every W orker 
a 
C apitalist 
UNITED Nations; 
— In 
a 
private dining room here the 
other day an influential German 
labor leader disclosed the de­ 
tails of a system his powerful 
union has devised to make every 
worker a capitalist. 
This was no pie-in-the sky 
conversation. The visitor, 45- 
year old Georg Leber, p re si­ 
dent of the Building and Con­ 
struction W orkers’ Union 
of 
West Germany, revealed that 
the plan sta rts operating on 
Jan. 1, 1966, under a contract 
signed with the industry’s em ­ 
ployers’ 
associations 
last 
March. 
This system of “ > o rk ers’ ac­ 
cum ulation of assets and prop­ 
erty ” under a labor-m anage- 
ment contract has so disturbed 
the Com munists that they have 
set up a special investigator)’ 
bureau in E ast B erlin to p r o f ­ 
its im pact. 
The Soviet zone government 
fears that the “ accum ulation of 
property” 
program will neu­ 
tralize the traditional M arxist- 
Lenlnist theory of the inevita­ 
bility of the final conflict be­ 
tween the capitalist and working 
C lasses. 
“ And what would Communist 
propagandists do if it could be 
dem onstrated that there is no 
class struggle?” inquired one 
of M r. L eber’s colleagues. 
The system , as w ritten into the 
new union 
contract, has the 
authority 
and 
stability 
of 
sim plicity. It could affect some 
1,600,000 w orkers in the in­ 
dustry, 
though 
M r. L eber’s 
union has 
a m em bership of 
500,000. 
In 
the 
pact 
the em ployers 
agreed to pay each worker nine 
pfennigs (2 l/4cents) an hour, 
over and al>ove the usual wages, 
if the worker agrees to throw 
in two pfennings each hour. The 
union m em ber does not have to 
get into the act. He can opt cut. 
The 11 pfennings will be put 
into an account in any bank the» 
w orker chooses. Actually the? 
w orker need not keep the money 
in the bank. But if he withdraws 
it 
lie 
must pay 
an extra­ 
ordinarily high income tax on 
the cash. This penalty 
is in­ 
tended to act as a brake on 
his inclination to withdraw the 
money. 
As the funds accum ulate, the 
worker can Invest it any way he 
wishes. 
But he must Invest it in the 
economy. He cannot iwrrow on 


a house or 
can put the 
money into the stock m arket, 
or into real estate, or into the 
company which employs him if 
shares are available, or into 
private businesses. 
He need not take guidance. 
Except for the ban on personal 
use of the accum ulating money, 
there are no restrictio n s. If 
the worker guesses wrong, he 
suffers as any other investor 
would. 
At no time can he turn his in­ 
vestm ent into cash. If he sells, 
he must reinvest. The purpose 
is to give him a stake in the 
nation’s 
industry, 
com m erce 
and property — and instill in 
him the hope that he can leave 
his children a considerable in­ 
vestm ent in such society and in 
the dem ocratic processes. 
However, the w orker can use 
the income on his Investm ents 
- - dividends, 
rents, business 
returns, etc. — for his personal 
use. 
Should he leave the money in 
the bank, it is expected that he 
would have alm ost $20,000 at 
the end of 40 years. In Germany 
this is the equivalent of the 
purchasing power of at least 
$60,000 in the U. S. A. 
There are many other details 
which 
fascinated 
the sm all 
luncheon group as Mr. Leber 
talked with the authority of a 
man who not only is a labor 
leader but is on the Executive 
Committee of his Social-Demo­ 
cratic 
Party and sits in the 
parliam ent of the German Re­ 
public. 


Therp will lie w orker’s mobil­ 
ity, for example. The man’s ac­ 
count flows reg ard less of which 
building and construction con­ 
tractor hires him. 
Since there will be millions of 
accounts and investment rec­ 
ords to be traced, this should 
make it a computer salesm an’s 
heaven. 
F urtherm ore, 
explains 
Mr.

the German economy a solid 
base.

The accumulation of property 
and investm ents will give the 
w orkers a real stake in the 
success of industry — all in­ 
dustry.

The am iable Mr. R oberts 
indicated that it would take 
many months. 
“ The 
1947 
Reorganization 
Act of the House requires that 
it be reported out by July 4,” 
M rs. Schwerner told him. 


” Oh, we don’t pay any at­ 
tention to that,” replied the af­ 
fable clerk of the House. 
’’Have you had any other 
cases sim ilar to this since the 
1947 Act was passed?** asked 
William Higgs, an attorney for 
the M ississippi Freedom Demo- 
cratic Party. 
“ Only one,” replied R oberts 
after a little thought. “ Usually 
these 
cases 
go on into the 
second session of Congress — 
if they ever come out of Com­ 
m ittee at all.” 
Obviously he was in no hurry 
to have the House vote just after 
the Senate debated the Negro 
Voting Rights Bill, ft’s on this 
question of M ississippi’s refus­ 
al to perm it Negroes to vote 
last November that the move has 
been made to unseat the Mis­ 
sissippi Congressm en. N atur­ 
ally delay is in their favor. The 
tem per of Congress right now, 
after the Selma beatings and the 
Klan trial for the m urder of 
M rs. Liuzzo, would be to unseat 
them .

M rs. Schwerner also asked 
R oberts to set a date for a 
confrontation with ex-Govemor 
Jam es Coleman of M ississippi, 
who represents the M ississip­ 
pi C ongressm en. R oberts said 
Coleman couldn’t come to Wash­ 
ington for two weeks. 
Higgs pressed for an early 
hearing, but Roberts said he 
him self had to go out to In­ 
diana to receive an award from 
his home town higli 
school. 
“ I may stay out in ftidiana 
a little longer than just a day 
o r two,” Roberts stalled. “ F ur­ 
therm ore the record may not 
be printed in tim e.” 
“ How long will lt take to print 
the 
record?” 
Roberts 
was 
asked. 
“ Oil, perhaps two o r three 
m onths,” the clerk replied. 
“ The House Judiciary Com­ 
m ittee had its 1300-page re­

President Johnson has over­ 
whelmed foreign prem iers and 
potentates with his Texas-style 
diplomacy, but he is not exact­ 
ly a hit with their am bassadors 
in Washington. 
The President likes to deal 
with the top man and tends to 
bypass le sse r officials. As a 
result, some abasssadors feel 
that they a re treated as er­ 
rand i>oys. 
They complain that the P resi­ 
dent seldom sees them except 
in groups on form al occasions, 
that he alm ost never invites 
them to the White House for 
private talks. 
Recently Secretary of State 
Dean Rusk has been trying to 
nail down the latest complaint 
that has come out of Embassy 
Row. It reportedly cam e from 
one of the three new am bassa­ 
dors summoned to the White 
House to present their creden­ 
tials. 
They w ere S ir Patrick Dean 
of B ritain, Radomiro Romic 
Rom ero of Chile, and Torbey 
Ronne of Denmark. 
Each would have preferred 
a private audience, but they 
w ere brought in to see the 
President together. After the 
form alities, they were quick­ 
ly dism issed. 
A s they w ere leaving the 
White House, the President had 
an afterthought and sent aides 
scurrying to fetch them back 
to pose for pictures. 
Bewildered, Sir Patrick Dean 
grumped: 
“ What is all this 
about?” 
“ I think the President wants 
to have your pictures taken,” 
an aide explained. 
L ater, the word was whis­ 
pered around that one of the 
am bassadors had complained 
about the presentation — pic­ 
ture-taking and all. 
Rusk delicately approached 
the Danish am bassador at a re­ 
ception. 
“ How did you enjoy the pres­ 
entation?" asked Rusk coyly. 
“ I enjoyed it very much,” 
said Am bassador Ronne. 
“ Oh,” said Rusk. “ That’s 
fine. Then you w eren't the one 
who was complaining.” 
Note — Most nations send 
their best men to Washington, 
men who have influence in the 
policy councils at home. Their 
rep o rts shape the attitudes of 
their governm ents toward the 
United States.

Schlei prom ised to use his 
“ best efforts” to arrange the 
switch in return for Feighan's 
cooperation in unblocking imm i­ 
gration 
legislation 
from his 
House Immigration Subcommit­ 
tee. The angry Irishm an wants 
a Feighan bill or none at all. 
The deal was supposed to have 
been kept secret from House 
Judiciary Chairman Emanuel 
C eller, D-N.Y., who has spent 
19 years trying to liberalize 
the im m igration laws and likes 
to keep inform ed on the latest 
developm ents. 
A lso kept in the dark w ere 
Senators 
Phil Hart, D-Mich., 
and Ted Kennedy, D-M ass., who, 
together with C ellar, have intro­ 
duced the P resident's bill. 
However, C eller got wind of 
the Schlei-Feighan deal and de­ 
manded an explanation from At­ 
torney 
General Nicholas Kat- 
zenbach. It turned out that Kat- 
zenbach, though Schlei's boss, 
had no advance knowledge of it 
either. 
The Feighan Bill, as it has 
been w ritten in secret draft, 
would tighten the im m igration 
quotas. It would put all refu­ 
gees, including Canada, Cuba, 
and Mexico, would also be a s­ 
signed quotas for the first tim e. 
Thus Feighan, who claim s to 
be m ore antl-Communist than 
other people, would close the 
door on refugees trying to es­ 
cape from Communist Cuba. Un­ 
der his bill, the Cuban refu­ 
gees already in this country 
would use up the Cuban quota 
for y ears to come. 
The President wants to ad­ 
mit relatives of Am erican citi­ 
zens without any quota re stric ­ 
tions. Feighan would give them 
first priority but would charge 
them against the quotas. 
The Feighan Bill would also 
lim it the nufnber of im m igrants 
who could come to this country 
to 325,000 and would re stric t 
to 20,000 the number who colild 
be adm itted from 
any single 
country in a year. 
Feighan 
would 
priority to people 
fessions but low 
skilled engineers, toolw orkers 
and 
other 
technicians. 
The 
P resident wants to lift the liars 
on all people who have special 
skills needed in this country. 
Now that the 8chlei-Felghan 
deal is out of the liag, however, 
it is doubtful that Feighan will 
be able to foist his bill on 
C ongress.

BLOOMFIELD — G rass and 
woods are getting to In* a pro!*, 
loin In a number of cotton and 
corn fluids in tills area, and 
several farm ers have asked 
for 
Information 
concerning 
chemicals that might ho used 
as a posUoinurgeuco treatment 
to 
control 
these 
weeds. Of 
course 
pre-emergence 
weed 
control chemicals were not used 
lu some cases, and In others, 
pre-emergence chemicals had 
been applied two weeks or more 
before the rains came so that 
the chemicals were not ac­ 
tivated. In either case, and es­ 
pecially as a result of the re­ 
cent rains, farm ers are faced 
with tin* problem of getting 
these weeds under control. 
For cotton, two post-em er­ 
gence weed-control chemicals 
would be recommended for use 
on cotton now or In the near 
future depending upon the size 
of the cotton. Tliese Include non­ 
fortified herbicidal oils 
a n d 
DSMA. 
Herbicidal oils are recom­ 
mended for use on cotton that is 
two inches or more in height, 
and several local farm ers have 
applicators for applying these 
oils. 
Oils should be used as 
soon as possible after weeds 
come up. Both results of re­ 
search and farm experience 
indicate that the younger the 
weeds when oils are applied, 
the better control you can ex­ 
pect. Oils should be applied at 
the rate of five to seven gal­ 
lons per acre. They should not 
be applied at less than five 
day 
Intervals, and not more 
than two applications should 
be 
made to the crop. 
Oils 
should 
not 
be applied after 
cracks begin to occur in the 
stem of the cotton plant dur­ 
ing true bark formation. 
DSMA is recommended for 
use as a post-emergence treat- 
jn e n t after cotton is at least 
three inches tall. It should be 
applied as a directed spray 
at 
the rate of two to three 
pounds of actual chemical per 
acre plus an approved surfact­ 
ant added at the rate of one- 
half gallon of surfactant per 
100 gallons of total spray. Ap­ 
proved surfactants include Col­ 
loidal X-77, Sterox SK, and Sur­ 
factant W Jv.Best results will be 
obtained from treatm ents made 
when the air tem perature is 
80 degrees F. or higher. P res­ 
ent label clearance perm its two 
applications of this chemical 
and no treatm ents should be 
made after the first bloom ap­ 
pears. 
For corn, two chemicals are

I 
als> 
tecommended as a post-' 
em ergence application now or 
in the near future depending up­ 
on the size of the corn and 
weeds. These include Atra/.ine 
and Linvron ("Lorox"). 
Atrazlne will kill weeds and 
grasses up to IV2 to two inch­ 
es tall and will give p re-em e r­ 
gence control of those weeds 
that have not yet come up. Two 
pounds of actual chemical per 
ac re will give good weed con­ 
trol on almost all soils; how­ 
ever, three pounds or more 
may be necessary 011 high or­ 
ganic matter, heavy clay soils. 
Label restrictions limit post- 
emergence applications to not 
later than three weeks after 
planting. Atrazine residue in 
the soil may injure small grains 
or forage crops planted in the 
fall or spring following an Atra- 
zine-treated corn crop. Results 
of research indicate that it is 
safe to produce corn, cotton or 
sorghum 011 a field the year 
following 
an 
atra/.ine treat­ 
ment and that 
soybeans can 
usually be safely grown the 
year following treatment if the 
rate of atrazine applied does 
not exceed two pounds per acre. 
Linvron can be applied as a di­ 
rected spray at the rate of two 
pounds of actual chemical per 
acre. A wetting agent will im­ 
prove the performance of this 
treatment and surfactant may 
be used for this purpose as 
described for DSMA above. It 
should 1« applied in such a way 
as to cover the weeds but to 


get us little spray as possible 
on the corn.

childhood are so basic that the 
child who rushes through these 
years, unfulfilled, must always 
and persistently come back un­ 
til his early needs have been 
met. He goes on “ acting like 
a two-year old," until he lives 
a satisfying two-year-oldness, 
if it takes to the end of his 
days.

questions have been raised dur­ 
ing the last few days about the 
safe use of certain insecticides 
and fungicides. 
When I hear a statement of 
this kind I am always reminded 
that many competent authorities 
say 
that 
it would 
not 
be 
possible 
to 
produce an 
adequate amount of safe, whole­ 
some food without using chemi­ 
cals. This simply means that the 
use of certain chemicals a re 
necessary 
and 
it 
also em­ 
phasizes the importance of us­ 
ing all chemicals exactly ac­ 
cording to the manufacturers' 
recommendations. 
The 
responsibility for a s ­ 
suring the safe use of ag ri­ 
culture chemicals has been as­ 
signed to the UJ5. Department 
of Agriculture and the Food and 
Drug Administration through a 
series of laws passed since the 
Food and Drug Act of 1938. 
These two groups operate in in­ 
terstate commerce while their 
counterpart organizations in the 
various states check intra-state 
traffic 
in 
agricultural 
chemicals. 
Before any chemical can be 
sold for use on food In any 
way, it must carry a label reg­ 
istered by the UJ5JJ.A. In order 
to secure a registered label 
the manufacturer must submit 
scientific data showing what the 
chemical is, what it will do, 
what it can be used on and how 
much « an tie used. In addition, 
the label must explain in detail 
how to use the chemical and what 
precautions a re necessary to in­ 
sure that no more than the al­ 
lowable residue is on the prod­ 
uct 
when it is harvested or 
sold. 
In addition, the manufacturer 
must submit scientific data suf- 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark.—Clean, 
high-quality grain should be the 
aim of wheat farm ers. \ com­ 
bine in top working order can 
help harvest this kind of grain.

CULTURE K TRAINING 
OF 
TOMATOES 
Most gardeners have tomatoes 
transplanted by now. In fact, 
the plants should lie taking off, 
so to s|x*ak. New growth should 
be developing, l*oth at the te r ­ 
minal growing ixdnt and at each 
node. 
There Is a strong temptation 
among 
gardeners 
to speed 
growth by applying a little ferti­ 
lizer. With some crops at this 
growth stage, this may lie rec ­ 
ommended, but It Is not a wise 
practice with tomatles. 
Actually, fertilizer applied to 
tomatoes 
now may 
do more 
harm than good. Tomatoes r e ­ 
quire relatively large amounts 
of plant food. But, they do not 
need these large quantities of 
plant food until a good set of 
fruit has developed. 
Too much nitrogen applied be­ 
fore a good set of fruit has de­ 
veloped is likely to result In 
excessive 
vegetative growth. 
Blossoms drop. As a result, 
total early yields of tomatoes 
will be considerably less. And" 
early yields are what most of 
us 
want in 
home garden 
tomatoes. 
So, hold off fertilizing your 
tomatoes now. Walt until a good 
set of fruit has developed. In 
fact, most gardeners c ould wait 
until the middle to the latter 
part of June before applying a 
side dressing of nitrogen fe r­ 
tilizer. 
Another and more immediate 
practice concerning tomatoes 
is training. For some, this is 
a simple process — just let 
the tomatoes grow like topsy. 
This is certainly an easy method 
of growing tomatoes, l o to ­ 
mato varieties that are d eter­ 
minate (self-topping) In nature 
such as the new Sun-up hybrid, 
this is perhaps the l>est way of 
handling them.

found among the saplings. 
Place the stake in the tomato 
row approximately four Inches 
to the side of the plant. Drive 
it into the soil until it Is se­ 
cure. On light soils this may lie 
-10 to 12 Inches, less on heavy- 
soils. 
TI10 tomato plant should 
tie 
tied to the stake as soon as It 
Is large enough, so the wind 
does not 
whip the plant and 
•possibly damage It. Use a soft 
twine or cord. There are many 
ways to tie a tomato plant to a 
stake, but just tie sure there is 
a little play lietween the to­ 
mato stem rnd the stake to a l­ 
low for expansion of the stem. 
Pruning consists sim ply of r e ­ 
moving all the shoots that grw 
where a leaf (leaflet branch) 
arise s from the main stem. We

shoots, 
suckers. 
Grasp the sucker by the thumb 
and fore-finger and pull outward 
and downward. Suckers should 
be removed t>efore they exceed 
four Inches in length.

Bootheel is a rela­ 
tively minor problem. By far 
the large majority of our young 
people conduct themselves in a 
commendable fashion, leading 
law-abiding lives— often more 
so than 
a number of 
adult 
citizens. In spite of the large 
number 
of teenagers 
in the 
region, we have little trouble 
of a serious nature with them. 
When a situation does arise 
in which a teenager or two runs 
into conflict with the law, how 
it is handled by the adult of­ 
ficials taking an Interest and 
action in the matter is some­ 
thing 
that 
must be given 
thorough thought and considera­ 
tion. The teenagers are watch­ 
ing, and how* a particular case 
is handled makes a strong im­ 
pression on them, and they can 
use such as a basis for their 
own future actions. In such a 
situation, it is quite possible 
to win a police battle but lose 
the psychological war with the 
young people. 
An illustration of this is the 
city tank painting episode in 
Hayti recently. As a school- 
closing escapade, a boy mem­ 
ber of Hayti High School sen­ 
ior class climbed one of the 
city’s water towers one mid­ 
night 
and spray-painted “ S r. 
64-65” on the side of the tank 
facing the high school, hoping 
it would remain as an aerial 
memorial 
for 
his graduating 
class. Another boy waited on 


the ground. While sim ilar tank 
sign-painting has been done for 
years in various communities 
over the nation, it appeared that 
this was the first time it had 
been done in Hayti. 
The first impression made on 
the young people of the town was 
when Mayor L, R. Bain directed 
Chief of Police Frit/. McKay to 
conduct a full investigation to 
find out who had executed this 
“ rank defacement of city prop­ 
e rty,” and haul him or them 
into police court. 
In 
the investigation the co­ 
operation of High School Prin ­ 
cipal Melvin Manning was ac­ 
quired. He began calling mem­ 
bers of the senior class into 
his office one at a time in an 
effort to get them to give the 
names 
of the boys involved. 
The Impression made on the 
young people in this question­ 
ing was adverse in that they 
considered 
it 
an invasion of 
their civil rights — especially 
after they found out that, ac­ 
cording to law, the principal 
had no legal right to interro­ 
gate them in the matter since 
the sign-painting was not per­ 
formed on school property or 
during school hours or during 
any evening activity sponsored

building the case up to major 
proportions, the high 
school 
students were taking a different 
view of it. Many of them had 
become enchanted with the idea 
that one of their number had 
the guts to climb the high water 
tower at midnight and paint the- 
sign, a highly risky job at best 
In bright daylight. They also 
considered the sign as a great 
boost in school spirit Instead of 
a bad reflection on the school, 
so they lx*gan making plans to 
protect and defend the two cul­ 
prits in their involvement with 
the 
school 
administration, 
faculty, police and the city ad­ 
ministration. 
F irs t, the afternoon before the 
assembly at which the apology 
was to lv made, a resolution 
was quietly circulated 
it the 
school condoning the two boys 
for their school sp irit in paint­ 
ing the sign. Next, that night 
a 
large 
sign designating the 
two boys as school heroes was 
hung on the school flay pole, 
and plans were made for the* 
student body 
to 
rise 
in the 
assembly next morning and give 
the two boys a standing ovation 
after 
the apology was made. 
The students, however, never 
had an opportunity to go through 
with it since Principal Manning 
found out about it and canceled 
the assembly. 
The official who appeared to 
have a glrm grip on the thing 
was Police Judge P. O. Davis 
who lectured tlu* Ixjys on the 
dangers of climbing city water 
tanks and setting a pattern for 
others to follow, defacing city 
property, then told them to get 
lost, after citing the following 
Scripture; 
“ . . . He that is 
without sin among you, let him 
first cast a stone. . 
(John 
8; 1—7.) 
So that is thi* story of the 
Great Senior Sign - Painting 
Crim e in Hayti. As a parent 
of the boy who climbed the tank 
and painted the sign, I don’t 
condone it but I am glad that 
he had the nerve to do it since 
that kind of nerve w ill be needed 
in the career he plans to fol­ 
low. (Incidentally, he has made 
a deal with the m ayor to clim b 
the 
tank again and paint out 
the sign). 
Regardless of who might have 
done it, my point Is that when 
we adults set out to discipline 
or punish young people we ought 
to be sure that we are above 
reproach ourselves, and pro­

anyone escaping alive from the 
shattered bhorl coal mine in 
eastern India where an oxplo- 
sion killed an estimated 250 to 
400 men. 
Mine officials sealed some air 
Intakes in an effort to stifle the 
flames that erupted after the 
blast had ripped through three 
levels of the mine before dawn 
Friday. 
Flam es and gases drove r e s ­ 
cue teams back to the surface. 
With many exits covered by fire 
fighters, any survivors have 
little chance of escaping, a gov­ 
ernment spokesman said. 
The official acknowledged he 
was “ taking the low figure" in 
estimating that 250 men were 
dead. Labor union leaders put it 
at 400. 
The blast came at shift chang­ 
ing time and officials could not 


say exactly how many men from 
the old shift had left the mine 
or how many of the relief had 
entered. 
Team s wearing gas masks en­ 
tered the mine alxnit 12 hours 
after the explosion, the lalK>r 
Ministry rejorted. 


The rescuers pushed Into three 
levels hit by the blast 100t o 200 
feet l>elow the surface but they 
withdrew when the flames broke 
out. 
“ Nobody 
who 
was working 
down there has yet escaped,” 
the 
government 
spokesman 
said. 


Unless the flames can Ik* ex­ 
tinguished, he said, it is pos- 
sible the mine will be sealed 
tightly. 
If a government is correct In 
its estim ate that at least 250 
men are dead, the lihorl colliery 
explosion would 1« the worst 
mine disaster in India's history.

taining to the control of histo­ 
plasmosis in Stoddard County 
was rec eived last week by city 
officials from Dr. Fred Tosh, 
public health station, Kansas 
City, Kas. 
According to the report, funds 
for the project are to be re­ 
quested through the anti-pov­ 
erty program of the federal 
government. 
The objective of the histo­ 
plasmosis control program was 
listed by Dr. Tosh: (1) pro­ 
vide employment for disadvan­ 
taged persons in the city; (2) 
relieve 
an immediate health 
problem; i.3) stimulate interest 
in health programs (.4) demon­ 
strate that histoplasmosis can 
be controlled. 
The estimated cost for the 
control in the countv was placed 
at $49,715. 
The 
breakdown of the ex­ 
pected expense is as follows: 
formaldehyde — 58,000 gallons 
— $21,460; one truck — $5,- 
000; gasoline — 1,500 gallons 
— $375; metered pump— $300; 
bulldozer 
and 
operator ser­ 
vices for four weeks, $1,280; 
supplies for skin testing $1,. 
000; laboratory costs, culture 
of 3,000 soils, $C,000; person­ 
nel, truck driver $4,000; assist, 
ant $3,500; clerks for skin test- 
ing program, four, $800; co­ 
ordinator for skin testing pro­ 
gram, $4,000; travel for per­ 
sonnel $2,000. It is possible 
that an additional $2,000 will be 
included in the budget for trav­ 
el expense and pay for the clerks 
of the testing program. 


It was recommended in the 
report that a county-wide skin 
testing program be instigated; 
that two persons be employed to 
carry out the decontamination 
of chicken houses and starling 
roosts in the county using for­ 
maldehyde solution. After the 
roosting 
area 
has been de­ 
contaminated, the trees in the 
roost can be cut down and the 
area bulldozed to prevent the 
possibility of recontamination.
